Sewer rate hike 
draws manager's ire

A 90 percent hike in 
*Wilmington's sewer rate has Town 
Manager Buzz Stapczynski seething 

(ith anger and vowing to 
investigate the alleged injustice of 
the $315,197 increase. 

In an interview last week, 
Stapezynski said "I'm very, ‘very 
angry and very upset that they're 
doing this to us." He was referring 
to the Massachusetts Water 
Resources Authority and the 10 to 1 
vote taken last Wednesday to 
increase water and sewer rates in 
the 51 communities serviced by the 
MWRA. 

The extra monies will help fund a 
$146.6 million MWRA budget this 
coming year to help clean up 
Boston Harbor. Each town or city 
is assessed according to their water 
and sewer usage. 

Stapczynski said he was surprised 
by Wilmington's sewer increase, 
said to be the highest of all the 


communities. He said he had 
expected a 40 percent increase and 
had earmarked $380,000 for it in 
his recommended FY '89 budget. 
With a 90 percent hike, however, 
Wilmington would be forced to pay 
an additional $44,000, Stapczynski 
said. 

"I suspect there's a snafu 
somewhere,” he said, blaming the 
unexpected increase either on 
“faulty information” or possible 
high usage by local industry 

Stapezynski claimed a mistake 
similar to the one made by the 
MWRA last year may have been 
made again, Last year, Wilmington 
was overcharged. The town paid 
$362,000 when it should have paid 
only $271,000 in sewer rates. 
Though complaints were raised at 
the time, said Stapczynski, it was 
his feeling this would be offset by 
less of a dollar increase in FY 1989.

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Changes planned 
for intersections

Wilmington selectmen last week 
reviewed three proposed roadway 
re-designs with DPW Supt. Robert 
Palmer and Harold Gillam, Town 
Engineer. The changes were 
proposed to. address both traffic 
flow and safety issues. 
sted change was the 
elimination of the island at the 
intersection of Glen Road and 
Middlesex Avenue and the creation 
of two smaller islands in its place. 
This would allegedly do much to 
avoid the overlapping and back up 
of traffic at the corner of Glen 
Road and allow for smoother 
traffic flow into Middlesex Ave, 
When Chairman Bob Cain asked 
if Gillam had looked at a rotary 
design, he replied that would mean 
vehicles coming from the west 
would have to make more than a 90 
degree turn into Glen Road. Cain 
and Dan Ballou favored keeping the 
island as is, if possible, since there 
is a dedication on it. Others felt the 
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383 Middlesex Ave. 


plan would help solve some 
problems at that intersection. 

A second change concerned 
straightening out Burlington Ave- 
nue by Harris Street to improve 
sight distance from Webber to 
Chestnut Steet. 

Some of the residents in the area 
had raised complaints about 
accidents and cars which would 
hurtle around the curve and end up 
in their yards. 

(Selectmen agreed to take out the 

st part of the curve but 
cautioned that they didn't want the 
road to then turn into a speedway. 
To smooth out the entire curve, 
said Gillam, would involve the 
taking of 2,400 square feet of land. 

The third proposal was to do 
something with Main Street by 
Church Street to dispense with cars 
stacking up at that intersection. 

While Cain said he had hoped it 
would be possible to create must 
turn left lanes, he was told there 
wasn't enough room curb to curb to 
carry out that plan. Gillam said the 
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A smoky blaze ripped through the 
former North Wilmington railroad 
station late Wednesday night, 
destroying a beauty salon and 
heavily damaging the newspaper 
offices of the Town Crier. Some, 
historical documents are believed 
to have been lost in the fire. 

A passerby. reported the fire at 
11:41 p.m. The fire was centered in 
the furnace room and the beauty 
salon. It worked its way through a 
false ceiling, and into the attic 

The fire was caused by a malfunc- 
tion in the furnace, according to 
Deputy Chief Dan Stewart. 

About 20 firefighters responded, 
including those on mutual aid from 
North Reading and Tewksbury 
After controlling the blaze, they 
moved tarpaulins into the building 
to protect some contents of the 


Town Crier office. 

The beauty salon, located in the 
former baggage room of the depot, 
was completely gutted. The north 
end of the attic, housing an office 
full of historical material, was also 
heavily damaged. There was smoke 
and water damage throughout the 
building. 

The railroad depot was built in 
1912, and has housed the Town 
Crier office since 1955. Captain 
Larz Neilson bought the building 
from the railroad in 1960, after 
renting it for five years 

Town Crier staffers and friends 
spent the weekend pulling materials 
from the office and setting up new 
quarters in unit 102 of the newly 
built 200 Jefferson Road complex, 
about 100 yards behind the depot.

Parents seek changes 
in bus schedules

Bus problems once again claimed 
the attention of the Wilmington 
School Committee at their meeting 
last Thursday 

Maryann White, the parent of a 
first grade student at the Wildwood 
School, brought up the issue, She 
was supported by other parents 
concerned that their children were 
the first to be picked up for classes 
and the last to b¢ transported home 
at the end of the school day. 

The parents said their children 
were forced to adhere to this 
schedule all last year. This year, 
though they were changed to an 
earlier schedule at the beginning of 
the year, they were switched 
mid-year to the later schedule 
again.This, said the parents, was 
“unfair” and confusing to young 
children. 

Many present last week were 
against their children waiting in the 
cafeteria up to a half hour to be 
picked up and transported home 
Some of the parents have been 
taking their children home by car 
to avoid the long wait. One parent 
felt it was wrong that parents 
weren't notified of the switch until 
two days before school vacation 

Assistant Superintendent Henry 
Dembowski has been in charge of 
buses this year. Under his 
management, all buses switch 
mid-year so that students who ride 
buses with double runs have a 


chance to get home early at least 
part of the year. Seven of the buses 
make double runs to the elementary 
schools. The double runs are an 
outcome of the decision to bus all 
students in the system this year. 

Dembowski told the Town Crier 
three more buses will be added next 
year which will go a long.way 
alleviate much of the unhappiness.” 

Dembowski said it was his feeling 
that "safety is-not really a concern 
here" as it's been in the past. "It's 
only a matter of time on the bus,” 
he said. Dembowski and Wildwood 
Principal Michael Tickonoff have 
been following seyeral of the buses 
in question and keeping a log of the 
time each student arrives home, as 
directed by the school committee, 

Chairman Tony Accardi assured 
the parents last week his board is 
"not trying to side step the 
problem” but would try to address 
their concerns. 

Bob Peterson claimed ‘it was 
impossible to "make a bus run to 
suit every parent." He added since 
the committee made the decision to 
bus every student, members 
“opened a can of worms" and have 
been "paying" for it ever since. 

However, Peterson made a 
motion to have the superintendent 
look into the problem and come up 
with a solution for the next 
meeting. This was voted 
unanimously.

Shawsheen River Estates 
EIR deemed adequate 


In a letter dated February 19, 
Secretary James Hoyte of the 
Executive Office of Environmental 
Affairs told proponents of the 
Shawsheen River Estates project 
that the Draft Environmental 
Impact Report (EIR) “adequately 
and properly” complies with the 
state Environmental Policy Act. 

However, said Hoyte, a number 
of important environmental impact 
analyses were “glossed over” by 
developer Jay Tighe. He adds that 
the conclusions drawn in the report 
were not well supported and 
omissions and errors “have made 
the report difficult to review.” 

"It is, therefore, not surprising 
that neighborhood comments re- 
flect a strong skepticism con- 
cerning the objectivity of the 
document,” Hoyte concludes. Eigh- 
teen residents and local agencies 
sent in comments on the draft EIR. 

In the letter, Hoyte suggests that 
since traffic impacts would be 
difficult to mitigate, the developer 
consider an alternate access plan 
and a reduced density development 
plan. Hoyte also raises a number of 
questions on traffic, wetlands, 
drainage, sewerage, and water

impact that he says must be 
addressed in a final EIR. 

Hoyte took exception to a lack of 
specific information in the EIR 
concerning a construction plan and 
impact on abutters. He said that “the 
request for a sensitive construction 
plan to minimize impacts" in the 
residential neighborhood and on 
the Shawsheen Elementary School 
has been “largely ignored.” He 
added that the impact on the built 
environment "lacks specificity.” 

Last Tuesday, Tighe unveiled a 
second plan for the site, which now 
contains 44.5 acres. He told 
neighbors and town officials who 
were present he plans to scale down 
the project from 384 condomi- 
niums to 222 single family homes. 

A majority in attendance felt the 
project was still too dense for a 
residential area. Tighe said he 
would go ahead with a final EIR. 
This document, he said, would only 
cover impacts from the new plan. 
Some felt the process should begin 
anew because a "substantial" change 
was made to the original proposal. 
They also felt a new Wetlands 
Protection Act hearing should be 
required.

at Heathbrook 


More work will have to be done 
in the Heath Brook School <n 
Shawsheen Street in Tewksbury 
because of the recently discovered 
asbestos problem. But, for the time 
being things are in a satisfactory 
condition. 

‘The Tewksbury School Depart- 
ment plans to renew the roof of the 
school cafeteria, during the 
summer months. The Tewksbury 
Board of Health, Monday evening 
declared that it was “solidly 
behind” the proposal. 

The problem was discovered 
during the first week in February, 
and an engineer from the Massa- 
chusetts Division of Occupational 
Hygiene Asbestos Program in- 
spected the school on February 10. 
The engineer found two areas in the 
school cafeteria and one in the 
boiler room where asbestos . was 
being exposed. 

The areas in the cafeteria were of 
“spray on" asbestos surfacing. An 
area in the ceiling which had 
become wet from leaaks in the roof 
measured about 40 feet by 40 feet 
and contained chrysotile asbestos 
of 10 to 15 percent composition. In 
the right side of the cafeteria at the 
ceiaing edge another area was 
found with a five to 15 percent 
composition. 

No asbestos was detected in the 
ceiling tile in the hallway. 

Two different types of asbestos

were detected in the boiler room, in 
pipe lagging behind No. 2 boiler. 
Crocidolite asbestos, five to 10 
percent composition and Amosite 
asbestos, 15 to 25 percent compo- 
sition were found by the engineer. 

The engineer noted that the front 
part of the cafeteria still has the 
visual appearance of being in good 
condition, with no noticeable water 
staining. Areas which had received 
significant water damage of the 
surface material had to be removed 
to prevent danger of the asbestos 
fibers becoming airborne. 

In the boiler room the engineer 
noted that one workman was 
standing on boiler while painting 
the overhead pipes. Such activities, 
he said, will break the outer 
covering and cause possible damage 
to the asbestos material. Two pipe 
Jaggings with tears were noted by 
the inpsector. 

Reports were made to Joseph 
George, of the Tewksbury schools, 
and to Assistant Superintendent 
John Ryan. 

The Dec-Tam Corporatioan of 
Andover removed the asbestos. It 
was transported to a facility in New 
York, for disposal. 

William McMenimen, Tewks- 
bury Health Officer declared 
himself "quite pleased” as a result 
of the work that had been done in 
the Heath Brook School. "Everyone 
cooperated” he declared.

Water plant

The construction of the new 
Edmund H. Sargent pumping 
station, for town water, in North 
Wilmington is on schedule. So 
engineers William Gagne and Alan 
Silbowicz told the water 
commissioners last week. 

The contractor, the Puma 
Company has done approximately 
30 percent of the work of 
construction. In the 10 months 
remaining they should be able to 
complete their work, but they will 
have to increase their tempo. The 
concrete work should be complete 
at the end of the week. 

‘The engineers expect to meet the 
completion date of December 1988, 
A performance test, to take 120 
hours, should be done sometime in 
November, the commissioners 
were told. 

Then the town will have to 
connect the new water plant to the 
town's water mains on Woburn 
Street. It will cost about $70,000 to 
do this, a distance of about. 1700 
feet.

The teenager who earned money 
at a summer job is going to keep 
less of it this year. More youngsters 
are going to have to file, and filing 
is going to be more complicated. 

The big change is that children 
who are eligible to be claimed as 
dependents by their parents, 
whether or not the parents actually 
claim them, can no longer take the 
exemption themselves. That means 
that $1950 that would have been 
exempted is now taxable. 

In addition, those children to be 
claimed as dependents are limited 
in the standard deduction they make 
take: $500 or the amount of their 
earned income up to the maximum 
standard deduction. 

A further complication is that the 
deduction must be allocated 
between earned and unearned 
income. Only $500 of the standard 
deduction can offset unearned 
income and, if the youngster is 
under 14, any unearned income 
over $1000 will be taxed at the 
parent's rate, which is presumable 
higher than the child's,

. Allgrove Estates approved

The Wilmington Planning Board 
was stymied Tuesday night as mem- 
bers struggled with a decision to 
either approve or disapprove the 
Allgrove Estates subdivision off 
Woburn Street. 

One of the major stumbling 
blocks was whether to require 
North Street to continue from 
Woburn Street and connect to the 
intersection of Dadant Drive and 
Marcia Road. This would provide 
an access and egress for the nine lot 
subdivision. Planners originally 
felt the North Sueet extension 
would be necessary for emergency 
vehicles. 

Neighbors, who were out in 
force, had protested the connection 
in the past, claiming it would lead 
to more traffic congestion and 
future safety problems in their 
area, According to attorney Dan 
Brown, developer Ralph Newhouse 
also preferred not to have the 
connection since it would be an 
additional expense and he may not 
be the developer of the rest of the 
Allgrove property. 

During the lengthy discussion, the 
board looked at the possibility of 
requiring a traffic impact study 
Chairman Carole Hamilton felt this 
might be one way to check the need 
for the second access road, 

John Garrett said he felt the board 
was in the middle of a catch-22 
situation. "We're trying to balance 
between residents’ needs and wants 
and good planning,” he said. 

Nancy Stouffer maintained they 
had to look to the future and 
consider what's best with the 
potential of another seven lots to be 
developed at a later date.

In the end, the majority of the 
board went along with a motion by 
Bill Hooper to approve the 
definitive plan with conditions. He 
made no mention of a North Street 
extension as part of the conditions. 
The vote was four to one. 

Hamilton's was the only 
dissenting vote. She warned the 


relieved neighbors that though they 
had "worked very hard to dissuade 
the planning board to make a 
decision on North Street,” the 
whole issue would be brought up 
again at a later date when the rest of 
the property was sold. She added 
she had hoped the issue could be 
met head on and finally “laid to 
rest.” 


Arraigned on 
tax charges 


John J, Elia, 58, of 344 Salem St., 
Wilmington, was arraigned Friday 
on crit I tax charges arising 
from his operation of the Ski Haus 
and Computer Haus stores and for 
failure to file personal income tax 
returns. 

Elia and Ski Haus Wilmington, 
Inc., were indicted on February 2, 
on 19 counts each of failure to 
account for and pay over sales taxes 
in the operation of the Ski Haus 
stores located in Wilmington, 
Waltham and Newburyport. Elia is 
the president and treasurer of the 
corporation. 

The indictments allege that the 
defendants collected sales taxes 
from customers of the Ski Haus 
stores but failed to pay them over to 
the Commissioner of Revenue and 
and failed to file required monthly 
sales tax returns. The criminal 
charges relate do the period from 
July of 1983 to January of 1986. 

Elia, as owner of the unincorpo-

In addition, Elia was charged 
with four counts of willful failure 
to file personal income tax returns 
for the years 1983 through 1987. 

Elia was arraigned in Suffolk 
Superior Court before Magistrate 
Gary P. Wilson. He pled not guilty 
to all of the charges, both for 
himself and on behalf of his 
corporation. 

The cases were continued to 
March 21 for a pre-trial 
conference. 

If convicted, Elia faces maximum 
penalties of five years in prison and 
a $10,000 fine on each count of 
failure to account and pay over 
sales taxes. On the charges of 
failure to file personal income tax 
returns, he faces a maximum 
sentence of one year in the house of 
correction and a $25,000 fine on 
each count. 


Forrest's plan 


received by 
board 


A plot plan for a 3.84 acre site off 
Lowell Street was received by the 
Wilmington Planning Board Tues- 
day night. In receiving the plan, the 
board allowed owner John Forrest 
to establish the new zoning ap- 
proved by town meeting last April 
for the purpose of recording his 
property. The new zone is high 
density business. 

The board now has 21 days to 
reach a decision to either approve 
or disapprove the plan. The board 
could conceivably deny the plan if 
the site doesn't have frontage on a 
legal way. Member Bill Hooper 
added it was his feeling that that 
size lot is capable of being 
subdivided and the board may need 
to look closer at that possibility, 

This is the same parcel of land 
that Selectman Michael McCoy 
wants to rezone back to a 
residential zone in ‘April's town 
meeting. When asked, members 
said they were unsure of the legal 
ramifications of the move by 
McCoy.

Frankly speaking

When it was formed in 1980 as a result of a court order 
to clean up Boston Harbor, there were probably few 
people in the state who knew what the MWRA was. But in 
light of drastically increasing water and sewage rates, any 
homeowner with a pocket book has become familiar with 
the Massachusetts Water Resources Authority. And with 
rates in communities going through the roof, a political 
battle is growing in intensity between the powerful 
authority, and local officials. 

State Rep. Jim Miceli is establishing a reputation as an 
outspoken critic of the Water Resources Authority on 
Beacon Hill, and describes MWRA as a "bureaucracy that 
has become a vacuum cleaner". Recently"appointed to the 
House Committee Relative to MWRA Water Control, the 
Wilmington legislator has put a lot of questions to the 
authority regarding personnel costs and contracts, 

Miceli and others are fighting the recently announced 
rate increases, that at first glance seem unbelievable. For 
Wilmington, sewage rates will skyrocket by 90 percent in 
the new fiscal year, to $515,197. And despite all the 
money being spent, Rep. Miceli contends that, "We 
haven't seen a plan yet to clean the harbor, but only 
fragmentations.” 

Nevertheless, in an interview at the MWRA offices in 
Charlestown, spokesperson Pat Baker tried to justify the 
rate structure based on, among other things, industrial 
growth. Baker said that, "Wilmington has experienced a 
continual industrial growth", and that there will be a 105 
percent increase in local industrial sewage in FY '89. With 
this in mind, spokesperson Baker added that, "Wilmington 
is the seventh highest producer of waste water flow". 

Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski says there is a 
credibility problem with the MWRA figures, and that 
“there could be a data entry mistake here, and we'll have to 
go over all their material". Adding that "greater state 
participation at this point is hopeless", Stapczynski feels 
that the growing burden of sewage rates will have to be 
absorbed at the local level. 

Relying on harsh facts seems to be the strategy at MWRA 
to head off growing criticism. And lately, it might be 
working. Pat Baker told a story about a compliment that 
Executive Director Paul Levy recently received from an 
unlikely Boston City Councillor ‘Dapper’ O'Neil. When 
the two met at a recent function, O'Neil asked Levy if the 
water rates were going to go up, to which Levy responded, 
"Yes, beyond your wildest imagination!" O'Neil was then 
overheard to say, "That young man tells the truth." 

Unfortunately, bluntness isn't going to be of much 
comfort to municipalities facing drastic rate increases, 
while at the same time trying to deal with decreasing state 
aid. And though it's unlikely that anyone has suggested the 
idea, you would think the Commonwealth would put the 
Dukakis Universal Health Care Bill on hold, and fund the 
harbor cleanup outright. If the state operated like an 
efficient business, it would take care of one major project 
ata time,

Wilmington officials and others 
were not told the “truth, the whole 
truth, and nothing but the truth,” at 
a public hearing in Bedford 
February 18. 

The hearing was conducted by 
the MEPA, an environmental 
organization for the state. It was 
for the purposes of discussing the 
proposed "sludge facility” in North 
Wilmington, 


The Mass. Water Resources 
Authority (MWRA) proposes to 
locate a sludge facility on land off 
Andover Street, property which 
their officials were unable to locate 
at first during the hearing. The 
property the MWRA first talked of 
was located off Ballardvale Road. 

What was not told -- and should 
have been -- was that additional

Blacksmith shops were hubs 
of wagon wheel making 


Wagon wheels were an important 
part of civilization, from the time 
of the Pharaohs of Egypt until, say, 
about 1935. At that time, at least in 
the United States, trucks had 
replaced the horse drawn vehicles 
and wagon wheels had lost their 
importance: 

Now-a-days wagon wheels are 
things of pride to show on each side 
of the driveway to family homes. 

About 100 years ago when wagon 
wheels were important, nearly 
every blacksmith shop had a stone 
which was shaped to help the 
blacksmith put wheels together. 

There was a depression in the 
stone where the hub of the wheel 
would fit and a bunch of scooped 
out (if that is the word) lines or 
grooves where the spokes would 
lie. 

The spokes would be made by a 
carpenter, along with the hub and 
the wheel itself. The blacksmith 
would make (or buy) the rim, or as 
it was called the tire. Fitting the tire 
‘onto the wheel was the job for the 
blacksmith, 

The spokes, etc., would be laid in 
place on the stone, and then the 
blacksmith would heat up the steel 
tire in his forge. He would make the 
tire red hot, after which it would be 
carried out and placed around the 
wheel in position, 


The March 7, 1963 edition of the 
Town Crier of Wilmington noted 
that:

A couple of buckets of cold water 
would then be thrown on the wheel, 
and that tire would contract and fit 
snugly in position. 

It was a profitable business for a 
blacksmith, because not every 
blacksmith could to it. 

There was such a wheel stone at 
the blacksmith shop that was run 
for two generations by John W. and 
John S. Perry, at the corner of 
Woburn Sweet and Lowell Street, 
in Wilmington. Possibly it was that 
wheel stone which attracted the 
attention of Life magazine, back 
about 1935. 

The photo that was taken for Life 
shows the wheel stone, in the 
foreground and several sicel hoops 
against the blacksmith shop. It was 
those steel hoops which were heated 
up and which became the tires to 
the wheel. 

Unlike the rubber automobile tire 
of today, the tires on a wagon wheel 
would never wear out, But the 
wheel itself could shrink, by being 
dry too long, and it sometimes 
happened that the steel tire came ott 
the wheel. 

Every farmer was aware of that 
danger. Every farmer, every 
chance he got, drove his wagon 
through the water of a brook or 
other supply of water. The idea was 
to make the wood swell, within the

Herb was proud of his horses, and 
proud of his wagons and buggies, 
and took good care of them. 

Another farmer to remember is 
William Henry Carter, of Shaw- 
sheen Avenue, Wilmington, He 
lived at the corner of Bridge Lane 
and was called "Bill Hen Two,” the 
last word being added because there 
was another William Henry Carter, 
an older man, who lived on High 
Street, and was the treasurer of the 
Boston & Maine Railroad, 

If Bill Hen Two ever had an 
occasion to drive along what is now 
Main Street, or Lake Steet, in 
Wilmington he would, instead 
drive his wagon in the water 
alongside the road, The water was 
not deep, and the spokes would get 
wet and swell, to hold the tire 
tightly in place. 

Bill Hen Two drove many times 
from the end of Glen Road, 
through the waters of Silver Lake 
to about the part of Tewksbury- 
Wilmington where Fitz Terrace is 
located. 
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Meet your 
Finance 
Committee 


This is the eighth in a series of 
articles presented by the 
Wilmington League of Women 
Voters in an effort to familiarize 
the public with the work of our 
town officials and to encourage the 
informed participation of citizens 
in government. The League will 
host a public "Meet Your Town 
Officials” reception in May giving 
citizens an opportunity to meet and 
talk with officials in an informal 
setting. 

The Finance Committee, 
(Fincom), is composed of nine 
non-paid members appointed by 
majority vote of the finance 
committee chairman, the chairman 
of the board of selectmen and the 
town moderator for staggered 
three-year terms. Applicants to the 
committee respond to public adver- 
tisements as vacancies develop and 
both appointments and renewals are 
approved in the same manner. 
Members of the finance committee 
may not hold any other elective or 
appointive position during their 
term. 

The Fincom analyzes and 
distributes line item recommen- 
dations on the budget and recom- 
mendations on articles coming 
before town meetings to the voters, 
In addition, they hold public 
hearings prior to each town meet- 
ing to hear testimony on each 
article to be presented and partici- 
pate in joint meetings with other 
town boards where matters 
relating to town finances are 
involved. The finance committee 
has the power to obtain the 
financial records of all town 
departments and the ability to 
authorize reserve fund transfers 
which are disbursed by majority 
vote of Fincom members. Fincom 
is an independent board and has no 
direct authority over town policies 
or activities except through its 
recommendations to the voters on 
town meeting warrant articles. The 
committee encourages attendance 
and participation in all of their 
functions since feedback from 
citizens, as well as that received 
through interaction with town 
boards and committees, is a neces- 
Sary component in formulation of 
fincom recommendations, 

The finance committee holds 
regulat meetings on the second 
Tuesday of each month at 7:30 
p.m, in Room 9 of Town Hall. 

Special budget meetings and 
public hearings held prior to Town 
Meetings are posted in advance as 
required by law.

"Adopt a Hydrant" for Wilmington 


Some property owners along 
Main Street are about to receive an 
offer to "Adopt a Hydrant.” At least 
so the Wilmington Water 
Commissioners were planning last 
‘Thursday evening. It might be that 
they were joking, but the message 
behind the joke was very serious. 

There are no hydrants on Main 
Street for a distance of nearly half a 
mile. From McNamara's Tire Store 
to Clark Street, a distance of 2518 
feet, there is no adequate fire 
Protection. There are many places 
of business, including a large 
shopping center. 

So Fire Lt. Dan Stewart told the 
commissioners at their last 
Thursday meeting. In a recent fire 
at Papa Gino's he said, the fire 
department had laid out 1300 feet 
of fire hose, along the sireet, only 
to have a passing car hook onto that 
hose and drag it away. 

There is a situation of several 
years of fire histories he said--a 
Situation of inadequate fire 
protection. Both he and Fire Lt. 
McMahon have endeavoured to talk 
with persons in charge, at the 
shopping center. There has been no 
responsible reaction, 

George Allan, water chairman, 
was amazed. “Millions of dollars in 
buildings, and they don't have 
another fire hydrant!" 

There is a hydrant in back of the 
shopping center property the 
commissioners were told. There 
are also four "Siamese" 
connections, by which fire trucks 
can pump water into the buildings 
and fire sprinklers. But the distance 
from the fire hydrants is too great. 

Fire trucks do not carry enough 
fire hose to connect to hydrants and 
still be able to pump into the 
Siamese connectors, and thus 


“charge” the fire sprinklers. 

Obviously more fire hydrants are 
needed on Main Street. That 
happens to be the responsibility of 
the owners of the business 
Property. Hydrants should have 
been put in place when the 
construction was planned. 

Over the years the Wilmington 
Water Commissioners have held 
that it is not their duty to contribute 
town funds for private business. 
Business owners are expected to 
Pay for such services. 

While the commissioners 
discussed the problems Arthur 
Smith joked that water cristerns 


should be put in front of the stores. 
Chairman George Allan topped 
that. Because it is a business 
responsibility, he said, the owners 
should have an "Adopt a Hydrant!" 
program. 

Atleast four hydrants are needed. 
The cost will be about $2500 
apiece, and because Main Street is a 
state highway there will be need of 
getting permission from the State 
Department of Public Works, in 
order to be able to do the work. 

The commissioners will write 
letters suggesting that the property 
owners have adequate means of fire 
protection.

‘When the Merrimack Meadows 
affordable housing proposal off 
River Road was denied last June by 
the board of appeals, one reason 
given for the denial was the heavy 
traffic on Andover Street. 

But the issue of traffic in the area 
remains the center of interest as the 
state Housing Appeals Committee 
listens to testimony on the project. 

Builders Bob Ahern and Roland 
“Buzz” Couillard are seeking a state 
override of the town's denial, and 
the state appeals board was in 
Tewksbury two weeks ago to hear 
arguments from both sides.

Based upon earlier traffic surveys 
conducted by Sasaki Associates of 
Boston, Scully said he found the 
results to be too low.

five percent for seasonal variation, 
he said, and adding one percent 
annual growth based upon state 
DPW figures, the intersection of 
Andover Street and River Road 
would be at a virtual standstill by 
1990 if the project is built. 

The DPW growth projection, 
‘Scully said, is based upon data from 
a traffic counter on Route 38 at 
theTewksbury - Wilmington line. 

Attorney Elizabeth Ritvo, acting 
for the town appeals board, had 
Scully describe in detail how his 
findings were reached. 

But Paul Killeen, attorney for the 
Merrimack Meadows developers, 
attempted to show that trafffic near 
the project was being given unfair 
scrutiny by the appeals board.

Scully admitted that it would. 
"That intersection is going to 
operate at a low level of service in 
the future," Scully answered.

MWRA proposes 46 percent budget hike 


The Advisory. Board to the 
Massachusetts Water Resources 
Authority —_receritly began its 60 
day statutory review of the 
Authority's draft $154 million 
budget for the year beginning July 
1 (fiscal year 1989). The proposed 
budget, which is 46.3 percent 
greater than last year's will be 
closely scrutinized by the Advisory 
Board, which could recommend 
cuts. 

"It would be uncharacteristic of 
the Advisory Board to say that the 
budget should be cut without first 
completing our examination,” 
noted John Piotti, the Advisory 
Board's Administrator. "But when 
costs go up by $47 million in one 
year, you can bet there will be 
pressure to push for every 
reasonable cost-saving measure.” 

The proposed budget released 
recently is close to $7 million 
greater than the best estimate

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Fire devastates Town Crier office

At midnight, February 24-25, the 
old North Wilmington railroad 
station suffered a fire. The Town 
Crier was out of business for a 
couple of days, but it is now on the 
job again ip the building just to the 
northward. 

‘That was the second time that the 
station burned. The first was about 
1911 (exact date uncertain at this 
moment). That first station, 
according to old stories, was not 
only a place to buy tickets, and wait 
for the train, but also a postoffice, 
and the home of a combined ticket 
agent - freight agent - postmaster, 

Edmund Sargent, he for whom 
the new water station is to be named 
in North Wilmington, is a man of 
about 86 summers. He can recall 
that first fire, clearly, and he came 
down to see the second. Edmund 
has had many unique episodes in his 
personal history, and now he has 
another - the only man to see the 
North Wilmington railroad station 

cebu twice, 

According to the fire department, 
the cause was a flooded oil burner, 
in the furnace, The fire department 
must be complimented for its effi- 
ciency. As soon as it was possible 
some of the men spread tarpaulins 
over the computers and other 
electronic equipment. Unfortunate- 
ly, the computers had already been 
damaged by smoke, and must be 
replaced. A tarpaulin did save 
many back volumes of the paper 
from excessive water damage 

The first railroad station in North 
Wilmington was constructed in 
1851 or shortly thereafter, on land 
that had been the property of the 
Blanchard family. That family, as 
is fairly well known, was descended 
from William Blanchard, the 
sergeant of the Wilmington 
Minutemen on the day of the march 
to and battle at Concord. 

‘The first railroad to go northerly 
out of Boston was the Boston & 
Lowell, starting in 1835, That 
railroad seems to have obtained an 
exclusive franchise from the state 
legislature, for railroads going 
northerly out of Boston. 

The residents of Andover wanted 
arailroad to Boston, and as a result 
started the Wilmington & Andover 
Railroad, a track that was promptly 
dubbed "Wildcat Railroad,” a name 
that still persists. 

Even before it was constructed 
the route was changed, so that the 
tracks could be extended to Law- 
rence. The original grading, 
westerly of Ballardvale Street, 
remained until a few years ago, but 
has now been destroyed by the 
construction of new commercial 
and industrial buildings. 

The railroad went on, toward 
Lawrence, and toward the State of 
Maine. In time that led to a new 
name, the Boston & Maine 
Railroad. That was sometime after 
1845. 

‘According to an old Wilmington 


story the Wildcat was started be- 
cause clergymen of a theological 
seminary in Andover wanted trans- 
portation to Boston. They were of 
the Congregational Church, and 
reportedly, their interest was in 
establishing missionary stations in 
the Hawaiian Islands. 

One of the men who pooled 
efforts to start the Wildcat was 
Abraham Marland, a manufacturer 
in Andover. His was a business 
outlook. 

Many Wilmington High School 
graduates can recall the teacher 
who was his granddaughter, or 
possibly great-granddaughter, 
Laura Marland. The Wilmington 
High School library is named for 
that lady. 

Even though (maybe) there was 
an exclusive franchise for the 
Boston & Lowell, the Andover 
people who had constructed the 
Wilmington & Andover Railroad 
succeeded in getting a roadway to 
Boston from a point that is now 
known as North Wilmington 
Junction. 

A new railroad to Boston was 
constructed and the first train was 
on July 4, 1845, There were 
accommodations for passengers in 
Reading, and in other towns on the 
new road to Boston, but none in 
Wilmington. 

Land was purchased from the 
Blanchard family in 1851. Shortly 
afterward the first railroad station 
was constructed. That burned 
down, maybe in 1911. 

Traditionally the new railroad 
station was constructed by a crew 
of carpenters who were French, 
fron Nova Scotia. The writer is 
unable to prove that. 

Anyway, that crew seems to have 
been equipped with saws and 
hammers, but no squares. Heavier 
than usual timbers were used. Very 
few two by fours were used in the 
framing, and it was not uncommon 
to yse four by six timbers. The 
writer has joked, many times, that 
any engine which ever "jumped" 
the track would be wrecked when it 
struck the station. 

The last station master in North 
Wilmington was named Linwood 
Smith. He served in the station for 
many years, starting sometime 
about 1920, and was still serving in 
1941, at the beginning of World 
War Il. 

Mr. Smith was an affable 
individual whose claim to fame in 
one way results from his activities 
in an amateur theatrical group. It 
seems, to this writer, that Eleanor 
McMahon, now Eleanor Day, was 
one of that group, as was Harry 
Deming, for many years the 
accountant at Harriman’s Tannery, 
and then for many years for the 
Town of Wilmington. 

The plays were performed in the 
old Grange Hall, and, according to 
the tales this writer heard, 
Linewood Smith was a most 
excellent villain.

Some things lost, 


but one gem found

There's very little happiness in 
viewing the ashes that were once 
your office. Over in the corner was 
a wall where on a set of shelves sat a 
collection of magazines, favorites 
of Larz’s. Even the wall is gone. A 
few charred pages lie on the floor. 

The light coming through the 
roof, strangely enough, makes the 
devastation a little easier to take, as 
well as easier to see. 

The attic contained many gems of 
local history, some of which are 
gone. Some old town reports were 
badly charred, along with other 
historical books. The Ames-Eames 
geneaology is still missing. Maybe, 
hopefully, it was somewhere else. 

In the bottom drawer.of a desk in 
the attic was a town report from 
1852, a single sheet showing the 
income and expenditures of the 


Y's list of fun activities. Lorraine

town. The desk was charred, and I 
was resigned to having lost that 
town report. Our co-op student, Joe 
Lenge, offered to look for it, and 
came down with the report, soaked 
but intact. 

The folks at the Northeast 
Document Preservation Center in 
Andover not only were able to save 
the old town report, but offered 
advice on saving other damaged 
materials. 

Boxed back copies of the Town 
Crier were in the attic. Many of 
them were damaged. Photographs 
from old issues of the paper were 
damaged. 

The smell of smoke contaminates 
everything, and will necessitate 
special storage arrangements for 
any papers to be saved. Smoke: 
damaged papers cannot be taken to 
the new office. 

The rule for cleaning up is to 
discard everything possible, to 
avoid transfer of smoke odor. 
Make photo-copies of papers 
Throw out and replace file folders 
Saving books and documents is not 
80 easy. 

Managing the aftermath of a fire 
is a challenge to your sanity. As 
long as you keep doing something, 
you can deal with the situation. 
Managing the details is easy ~ 
surveying the scene and thinking 
about it is not. 

There is consolation in knowing 
that the disaster could have been 
much worse. One look into 
Lorraine Stickney’s beauty shop 
shows how badly a fire can damage 
a room. A solid door kept the 
flames out of the Town Crier back 
room. Damage to the Town Crier 
office is mostly from smoke and 
water. Some papers are so laden 
with soot that they cannot be read. 

Most things needed for produc- 
tion of the newspaper either 
survived or can be replaced. The 
historical material was valuable for 
research, but the paper will survive 
without it. 

‘An experience such as this makes 
you thankful. Thankful for the 
firefighters who saved as much as 
they did: Thankful for some very 
good friends, employees, profes- 
sional colleagues and townspeople 
who quickly offered assistance. 

There are times, like right now, 
when the emotions hit. It's time to 
shift gears and do something else — 
and there's plenty to be done.

Vaughn Surprenant, to name one, the 
man who is the husband of star reporter Arlene Suprenant spent 
a good part of Saturday helping Rick Cooke, sports editor, 
remove burnt out materials and computers from the building.

As might be expected, suppliers and businessmen, in and out of 
the community, have offered their assistance. Many business- 
men have been most kind. The offers just didn't stop, last 
Thursday 

One is worthy of retelling. 

At 6:50 pm Thursday the telephone rang, at home. "Hello" 
said the voice, "This is Bob Dole. Is there any way I can help 
you?" 

Bob Dole? This is the name of a man who, at this time is a 
presidential candidate. It was something of a thrill, to hear such 
an offer. And, the offer was appreciated. 

But this Bob Dole is not running for office, It was Bob Dole 
of Stoneham, former publisher of the Stoneham Independent 

Much equipment has been ruined. Included in that list are 
some MacIntosh computers, used for many purposes including 
the setting of type.

And of course, there is the old railroad station. Many times in 
past years passersby have stopped to take pictures. Often too, 
there have been painters and artists, unknown persons, seated 
before an easel recording its appearance.

There are no words. There are no words to describe the 
numbness. The shock. The sense of loss you feel when you learn 
fire has destroyed your second home, For that's what the Town 
Crier office had become to me. 

For all its cramped working quarters; jumble of papers, 
equipment, and office supplies; and the ugliness of wires 
hanging from rarely: silent computers, ‘thé building by the 
railroad tracks had character and something else as well. It gave 
one a sense of being part of Wilmington's past. As you went 
about the daily business of recording current events for the 
future, you couldn't think of a better place to be. 

As we gathered early last Thursday to plot our next move and 
try to make sense of it all, our faces told the story. There were 
one or two attempts to lighten the funereal atmosphere after the 
fire. 

"There's one bright spot: I just polished my desk and it 
survived." Leave it to Cathy to look on the bright side. 

Jean, still in pj's under hastily pulled on sweats, was curled in a 
comer with eyes half closed. She and Cathy had been there since 
6:30 a.m. The rest of us drank coffee or tea or whatever was at 
hand as calls went out for an insurance adjuster who could come 
over quick.We waited. We spoke in whisper-like tones. The 
shock held for most of the day. 

There are no words to describe the determination to stick to 
business as usual 

In the newspaper business, you learn early on you never miss a 
deadline. It's sort of in the theatrical tradition of 
the-show-must-go-on. Those who know the Neilson family will 
probably agree with editor Fred Neilson's statement that 
“probably the best asset we have is we're pretty damn stubborn." 

That stubborness, that momentum to clean up, move into new 
quarters, and be up and running by Sunday evening kept 
everyone going the next few days. No time to think. No time to 
mourn. No time to thank the firefighters or the numerous 
people who came to lend a hand and stayed till the work was 
done.Or those who offered help in other ways. People like Steve 
Lawrenson, who offered a temporary refuge and help in 
boarding up the burnt out shell, and Bill Meegan, who shared his 
shop with us for a few days as well as his expertise. 

In the end, we all went in different directions. Stu supervised 
the movement of computers into Bill's computer center next 
door. Fred salvaged an 1852 Wilmington Town Report and took 
it to the Northeast Document Preservation Center for some 
TLC. Surprising us all, Capt. Larz Neilson stood by impatiently 
as his typewriter was rescued and declared he was ready to "get 
to work." 

Bill volunteered to head the "windex brigade." Did someone 
forget to tell him the windows went the way of the roof? John 
spread the word to local advertisers there'd be a paper next 
week. Cathy and Jean manned the office phone through a chilly 
hole in the wall 

The hardest job, to me, was searching for lost photos and back 
issues among boxes which were either scorched or water logged 
and iced over in the frigid temperatures. All that history! 
Heartbreaking work. 

On Thursday afternoon, a young woman with two children 
walked hesitantly through the front door. After a quick glance at 
the disarray, she asked in a small voice,” do you have any back 
issues of the Town Crier?" 

Sorry. We just had a fire here. But give us time. We'll be up 
and running soon, sooner than you think.

Tt was old and drafty, dirty and dilapitated, Soot would filter 
through the ceiling every time someone slammed the door, a 
legacy from the locomotives which used to stop at its door, And 
in/many ways, the depot has gone without the care that an old 
building deserves. f ‘ 

Nonetheless, the North Wilmington Depot is a fixture in the 
hearts of many local residents. 

Twas nine years old when my father first took over the depot. 
The weeks preceding the publication of the first issue of the 
Town Crier were exciting. Larz was busy with carpentry, and 
of course, he needed a helper. I can remember being 
disappointed when "work" changed to writing. 

Until 1960, Larz rented the depot from the Boston and Maine 
Railroad, and sublet portions of the building to some tenants, 
Herman Moe, a member of the Boston Symphony Orchestra, 
had a real estate office in the ticket agent's office. A man named 
McGinerty rented the back room. Joe Babbitt used part of the 
office to run a newspaper agency. And "Rusty" Brabant had a 
taxi stand outside. 

The only heat in the building was a pot-bellied stove, burning 
Coal. It sat in what had been the waiting room. The room always 
smelled of cigars, which both Larz and Rusty smoked. 

The depot was yellow with red trim at the time Larz bought it 
When I was in junior high school, I was given the job of painting 
it - and most of my clothes -- red. 

In the early 1960's, a young man named Doug Archibald took 
over the delivery of the Boston papers in the area, and rented 
part of the building, "Archie" made quite a few changes in the 
depot, remodeling here, ripping a hole in a wall there. By that 
time, I was 14, and I went to work for Archie. After all, work- 
ing was much more interesting than studying. I spent most of my 
high school years in the back room, stuffing sections into the 
Sunday Globe. 

In 1964, I was in an accident which resulted in the amputation 
of my left leg. I was 18 at the time, and my mother had to signa 
consent form. I believe it was the most difficult decision she 
ever faced. 

The following year, Larz added a back room onto the depot 
The insurance settlement for my leg financed the back room. 
‘The building is -- well, you could say that it is a part of me. 

Having been around the old depot for 32 of my 41 years, Iam 
about to take part in a very difficult decision -- whether to save 
the building or tear it down. 

A fire last week heavily damaged the 75-year old building. In 
the back end of the original portion of the building, there is 
substantial damage to the roof. The entire building will have to 
be gutted, if it is to be saved. We're talking major surgery. 

The builders and insurance people tell us that it will be far 
more expensive to repair the building than to replace it. I am 
told that once I see the numbers, I will decide to bulldoze it and 
build anew. 

Aside from the personal attachment, there is the issue of 
historical ‘preservation. It may not be the oldest building in 
town, but it is a 75-year-old railroad depot. If it is torn down, it 
can never be brought back. "Gone" is forever. 

There is a firm belief shared by many people in town that the 
people of Wilmington, present and future, deserve to have some 
of the old buildings saved, if not for historic value, then simply 
for their charm. 

The sense of loss whenever an old building goes down is 
devastating. When the town tears down a building ‘that it deems 
to be not worth saving, I am openly critical. 

So now it is my tum. Should I invest in a truckload of 
Excedrin and save the building, or take the easy route and teairit 
down? 

The decision must make financial sense -- but it is much, much 
deeper than the numbers can possibly reveal 


What a long, strange week it's been!

"Honey, wake up, it's Stu on the 
phone.” 

My wife shook me awake at 7:30 
a.m. on Thursday (no mean feat) 
and handed me the phone. At the 
other end of the line was the Town 
Criet’s ad manager, Stu Neilson 

“We're meeting at my house at 

” Stu said. My response was a 
Huh ... Wha...” 

“In case you haven't heard,” Stu 
went on, “the shop burned down 
last night.” 

“SAY WHAT? I'm on my way! 

The first stop was at the office, of 
course, to get a look at the damage. 
The place looked awful, but not 
quite fatal. A lot of work lay ahead, 
but we wouldn't think of missing a 
deadline. 

Most of the staff was sipping 
coffee in Stu's kitchen by the time I 
arrived. A few cups of java and a 
chat with the insurance agent and 
we were on our way to the site. 

Last Wednesday, shortly before 
midnight, the oil-fed furnace at the 
Town Crier office caught fire. A 
Wilmington fire crew was on the 
scene in minutes, but it was already 
too late for the old train station. 

The fire bit through a wall and 
tore into the Second Chance hair 
salon, gutting the little office space 
Still hungry, the blaze then ripped 
through the ceiling and into the 
attic, where it found a choice meal 
indeed -- back issues of the Town 
Crier dating to the 1950s, note- 
books, magazines, old photos, and 
the walls and beams themselves 
Half a lifetime worth of memories 
went up in smoke in a few short 
seconds. 


The fate of the newspaper hung 
for awhile upon a single set of 
hinges. A door made of solid wood 
separated the Town Crier offices 
from the haig-Salon, installed some 
years ago to keep prowlers from 
breaking through to richer prizes. 

Had the door buckled, the fire 
would have found a virtual feast -- 
stacks of current issues, a few 
pounds of paste-up wax, camera 
film, photo chémicals, and all of the 
current notes, papers and business 
records, 

Instead, the capable crew from 
the Wilmington Fire Department, 
under the leadership of Deputy 
Chief Walter Sowyrda, wrned the 
tide and saved the newspaper. The 
quick thinking crew even tossed a 
tarp over the editorial desks, 
thereby saving irreplaceable notes, 
records, equipment and files. 

The blaze was out before sunrise, 
except for a few hotspots that 
required additional attention, and 
the long job of picking up the pieces 
could finally begin. It was a long 
night, but the rest of the week 
would prove even longer. 

A temporary phone was hooked 
up, to see if the lines still worked, 
and they did. The phone was rested 
in a windowsill, and Jeannie Purtell 
took calls while standing in the 
parking lot. 

Most callers asked if we were still 
going to press on Wednesday. Why, 
of course we were! 

A walk through the rubble was 
saddening, but then it always is 
when history is laid waste. Black, 
greasy soot blanketed everything in 
sight, from coffee cups to the 
computers. And the photo of a 


young couple in their wedding 
finery looked sad floating in a black 
puddle full of cinders and broken 
glass, 

Barely twelve hours after the 
blaze began, most of the damage 
had been photographed, assessed 
and surveyed. But that was the easy 
Part -- getting a paper out the door 
within a week would be much more 
time consuming and tedious. 

The first order of business was 
new office space. Directly behind 
the old train station was a newly 
built office-retail center, where a 
1,000 square foot office was leased 
from Steve Lawrenson. 

Before the furniture could be 
moved in, however, the smell of the 
fire had to be scrubbed away. ‘Steve 
didn't want the smoke smell seeping 
into his new woodwork, and rightly 
80. A team from ServPro was hired 
to decontaminate all the gear that 
could be saved, and Friday was 
spent boxing, carrying, scrubbing 
and carrying again. A generator 
was brought in to provide lighting, 
after the windows were boarded up 
to keep out scavengers 

Ad representative John O'Neil 
was told to start making his usual 
rounds. You can't put out a paper 
without advertisemetns, so John 
was put to work doing what he does 
best while the rest of us got dirty. 

All paper had to be throw out, 
however. Notes and files’were too 
badly contaminated with smoke to 
be used, so all important papers 
were run through a copy machine 
and the originals :thrown out. 

The computers, printers, drive 
units and storage disks were 
brought to the Computer Bargain 


Center across the tracks, where 
owner Bill Meegan declared that all 
of the gear would eventually fail, 
due to the insidious work of acids 
left behind by the smoke. Within a 
month or so, he said, all of the 
Computers would fail, no question 
(This story, in fact, is being written 
on a computer that will be dead by 
summer.) 

But Stu Neilson had a few aces in 
his vest pocket. Five Town Crier 
staffers were given computers for 
use at home, and now the five 
markers were being called back. 
Literally overnight, five healthy 
Macintosh computers were up and 
Tuning in the new location. 

All day Saturday was spent in 
Moving, stacking, scrubbing and 
trying to figure out what would be 
needed to put a newspaper to bed. 
Little things like Paper clips and 
wall clocks, calendars and trash 
baskets, all were missed when they 
suddenly weren't on hand for use. 

Nothing about the transition has 
been smooth so far, by any stretch 
of the imagination, The Town 
Crier office has been filled with 
questions, but no easy answers, 

The catch phrase in the new office 
has been "I Don't Know,” and the 
“dumbwaiter" from the new Nynex 
commercial has becoine the latest 
hero, Ask any question and the 
is still the same. "I don't 


All we do know is that we're still 
here -- dirty and confused -- but 
unbent and unbowed.

‘The U.S. Women's Olympic Field 
Hockey Team will tour Australia, 
one of the world's hockey 
strongholds, beginning March 3 as 
one of three international tours in 
1988 meant to prepare the USA for 
the Olympic tournament. 

Wilmington's Megan Donnelly is 
a member of this year's Olympic 
squad. 

As part of Australia's 200th 
birthday celebration, the Australian 
Women's Hockey Federation is 
hosting the  bicentenary 
Tournament in Perth from March 
19-27. 

While the U.S. team will not 
compete in the tournament itself, 
they will have the opportunity to 
play matches against five of the six 
teams that are entered in the 
tournament, four of which will 
compete in the Olympic Games. 

"In the’Olympic tournament, we 
will have to play a lot of matches in 
a few days,” explained head coach 
Boudewijn Castelijn. "This tour 
will help the U.S. team establish a 
match rhythm that has to come 
when you play a lot of matches 
close together.” 

‘The U.S. team will be playing 12 
matches in 18 days while in 
Australia, including games against 
the Olympic teams from Australia, 
South Korea, Great Britain and 
Canada and the National Team 
from New Zealand. 

"We have established a new 
conditioning program for the 
team,” continued Castelijn. "This 
trip will help us test that program 
and make any changes that we need 
to prior to the Olympic Games.

In short few weeks, millions of 
‘of sweetened water will be 
along treetrunks and then 
‘nto breakfast tables worldwide. 

Sounds a bit odd, doesn't it? 

In fact, the spring season is maple 
Sugar time in New England, and it's 
a fascinating natural process. 

‘The whole routine starts in fall, 
when the tree senses that winter is 
approaching. (Trees aren't quite as 
dumb as you thought. So, how long 
did you go without snowtires, eh? 
Hmmm?) 


‘Once winter is detected, the tree 
Protects itself from freezing by 
moving almost all of its sap to the 
roots. The loss of water makes the 
leaves dry out and change color, so 
while we're oohing and aahing at 
the foliage, the tree is actually 
drying itself out for the season. 
The basic reasoning is simple. 

Water, when it freezes, expands 
A waterlogged tree would literally 
explode once a hard freeze sets in, 
so the tree simple moves its juices 
to a safe location, below the freeze 
level of the ground, 

(Fact #1 -- Firewood is best if cut 
during winter. It's half dry!) 

When spring rolls around, the 
tree needs food to grow buds and 


How to cook 
tree juice 


leaves, so it calls its juices back 
from “cold storage.” The juice 
(sap) is still full of food (sugar), 
which slowly oozes from below- 
ground out to the ends of the twigs. 

Enter mankind. 

When the sap starts its annual 
climb, it’s easy to intercept. Sugar 
maples give the sweetest sap, but 
rock maples and silver maples will 
produce enough to do the trick. 

Tappers, as they're called, drill a 
small hole in the tree trunk, about 
three feet from the ground, and 
insert a small piece of tubing or a 
metal spout. Then a bucket is hung 
on the spout to collect the sap as it 
slowly drips. 

An average (two foot) maple will 
provide up to a half gallon of sap a 
day without harming itself. The 
sap looks and smells just like water, 
but there is a hint of sweetness in 
the taste. Imagine a tablespoon of 
sugar dissolved in a gallon jug of 
water. This sap is collected every 
morning during the sap run, which 
starts soon and lasts about three or 
four weeks. 

The traditional method used to 
tell when the sap is running is when 
the snow on the ground retreats 
from around the treetrunk. A 
better method is to stick the tree 
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with a knife. If the tree starts to 
bleed water immediately, it's time. 

‘A few years ago, while tapping a 
few trees behind my house, 1 
watched a fat squirrel scramble 
down the trunk of a tree, then take a 
bite out of the trunk. The litte 
critter then hung upside down and 
drank his fill of the sweet, fresh 
water. Clever squirrel! 

The sap, once collected, needs to 
be boiled, and boiled, until it no 
longer amuses. Getting that table- 
spoon of sugar into usable form 
takes a long time on the stove, Once 
the level in the pot starts to drop, 
add another gallon of sap. Six 
gallons of maple sap may make a 
pint of syrup, if you're lucky. 

In the end, however, you slow 
down the boil because it suddenly 
starts to look brown instead of 
clear. Keep cooking it until it just 
Starts to thicken, then cut the heat. 

There in the bottom of the pot 
will be a pint or two of the tastiest 
maple syrup you've ever put on a 
waffle. And the taste will be doubly 
sweet if you've made the syrup 
yourself. It's easy and fun. 


But don't make the same mistake I 
once did. I should have been in the 
kitchen, keeping an eye on the sap, 
instead of finding something good 
on TV. My first hint of trouble 
came from a thick cloud of sweet 
smoke, rolling along the ceiling 
from the kitchen. Oops. 

That pot never came clean. 


~ Tackle Box — 
The ice fishing season is now in 


its final days, so be careful out 
there. The ice is much thinner than 


it was just a few weeks ago, with 
only six inches of clear ice on the 
ponds instead of a foot. Just ask 
Dave Shaw. 

Dave was returning from a day 
on Lake Mascuppic on Sunday, in 
the Merrimack Valley Bass Masters 
derby there. A few kids were on the 
boat ramp, so Dave’ stopped for a 
minute until they moved along. It 
turned into a long minute. 

First the front right tire went 
through the ice, and everybody 
decided it was time to leave the 
vehicle, Then the whole front end 
of the Chevy pickup fell through, 
leaving the tail high and dry. BAD! 


However, the half-sunken truck 
made an interesting background 
scene as the names of the winners in 
the derby were read off. Some 202 
anglers joined in the contest, and 
most came in complaining that the 
fishing was deathly slow. Mine was. 

First place in the Sunday event 
went to Walter Phelps of Dracut 
for a 4~pound-8 bass. Walter also 
took home $500 and a trophy for 
his efforts. Second went to Jim 
Cornellier of Salem, N.H., for a 3- 
pound-13 bass worth $300, and a 
mere ounce separated the rest of the 
field. Third went to Dracut's Fred 
Galus for a 3-12 bass; while fourth 
and fifth places went to Rick 
Clement of Merrimac, Mass., for 
bass weighing 3-11 and 3-10, 
respectively

Remembering college days with Diane Venora 


FM TALK: Thoughts that 
crossed our gallivanting around 
correspondent this week: 

We've been zealously 
following the career of a college

This beautiful and brilliantly 
talented actress is Diana 
Venora (she has since dropped 
the “‘a’’ from the end of her first 
name and changed it to an “‘e,”’ 
but I will always remember her 
as Diana, not Diane), and once 
again we find her exquisite 
countenance gracing the silver 
screen, this time as Jack 
Nicholson’s daughter in the 
current hit movie “‘Ironweed.”’ 


If you readers will permit me 
a moment of indulgence, | will 
tell you a little about this young 
actress, who comes from East 
Hartford, Connecticut. I first 
met Diana on registration day 
at the Boston Conservatory of 
Music in September of 1970. She 
was an 18-year old brunette with 
eyes as dark as coal and cheek 
bones so high and dimples so 
deep I thought only a seven- 
teenth century Italian sculptor 
could have chiseled them.

Diabetes is a disease that can 
affect the whole body, including 
the eye. Changes in the eye 
from diabetes can range from 
very mild, which only the op- 
thalmologist can detect, to 
severe — causing complete loss 
of vision. 

In the early stages of the 
disease the retina, which acts 
like film in the eye, develops 
fine abnormalities of the blood 
vessels, hemorrhages and fatty 
collections. During this stage 
the vision may be excellent. 
However, these changes may 
lead to fluid leaking into the 
center of the retina (edema) 
which can markedly decrease 
the vision. 


If these early changes are 
detected, laser treatment can 
often substantially reduce the 
risk of visual loss, and increase 
the chance of visual im- 
provement. 

Laser surgery is a major 
advance for diabetics. Laser 
treatment usually takes less 
than an hour, usually is an 
outpatient procedure and in 
most cases is relatively 
painless.

Here's one for the adults. It’s 
slick and scary and sexy. All 
this without car chases. Too 
much to ask for? Well, to a 
certain extent it is, because 
Frantic doesn’t come without 
flaws. It is a little too slow and a 
little too careful, especially for 
those of us who like the dark 
side of Roman Polanski’s 
direction. But even with the 
drawbacks, it is an eye-catching 
thriller. 

Polanski, the bad boy of the 
industry, set this picture, his 
most commercial in years, in 
France. Harrison Ford stars as 
a doctor who arrives in Paris 
for a medical convention, hops 
in the shower and gets out to 
find his wife has disappeared. 
After waiting a few hours, and 
realizing the French police 
aren't doing much to help him, 
Ford launches his own in- 
vestigation. It is his growing 
fear, and the constrictions 
brought on by language 
barriers and unknown parts, 
that make the film creepy. This 
is everyone’s worst nightmare 
come true, the dream vacation 
that landed you in the middle of 
something you can’t understand 
or correct. 

The plot device isn’t all that 
original, as it revolves around 
the wrong suitcase picked up by 
Ford's wife, (Betty Buckley) at 
the airport. And once Ford 
realizes his wife is kidnapped 
and hooks up with Emmanuelle 
Seiger, things do slow down. 
Polanski is definitely at his best 
when Ford is fighting 
bureaucracy and a foreign 
language than when he goes one 
on one with the bad guys.

Guidance From S-1 


Guidance people from 
Burlington, Reading, 
Stoneham, Wakefield, Win- 
chester and Woburn were 
among the 60 who attended the 
League's recent local 
professional development 
program in Lexington. “Words 
which we would never have said 
in the '60s — sexual abuse, 
homosexuality are now 
coming into the school setting 
and we all have to be prepared 
to deal with them," says 
D'Antona. “When I say ‘all,’ I 
mean administrators and 
classroom teachers also."’ 

When the regional director of 
The College Board addressed a 
League meeting last year at 
Reading High, the members 
urged her to get the word back 
to the Board that it was not 
addressing the issues currently 
coming into the guidance office. 
As a result of D’Antona’s ar- 
ticles and the League's new 
focus, two of the workshops at 
the ‘1988 New England 
Regional Meeting of The 
College Board” in February 
addressed the expanding role of 
the guidance counselor and how 
to support the troubled student 

from high school through 
college. 

D'Antona was a member of 
the February panel that asked 
“Can we do it all?" 1" in- 
volves helping choose a college 
or career as well as dealing with 
what may be today’s students’ 
first priorities: drugs, eating 
disorders, alcoholism, sexual 
abuse, illnesses, addictions, the 
whole ball game. 

“The big change today is the 
family,” he says. “It's no longer 
mom, dad, two kids, and the cat 
and the dog. It’s not Ozzie and 
Harriet and the Nelsons any 
more. 

“You're looking at’ someone 
who has been in education for 25 
years, and I feel that the student

“Today, the counselors fill the 
traditional role of doing college 
placements plus a really 
challenging role as a referral 
source for students and families 
under stress and in pain,” he 
continues. “We are there to 
listen, to be available to 
students and families, and to 
make appropriate referrals to 
outside agencies, 

“The guidance department is 
the heart of the school,” he 
continues, ‘‘and what the 
League is about is getting the 
Message out to parents, ad- 
ministrators and school com- 
mittees about what we are 
really doing today." 

Non-academic guidance 
issues were the focus of a recent 
League meeting where it 
became obvious that at the 
grassroots level, guidance 
counselors are concerned about 
the following: sharing and 
support from colleagues, fin- 
ding common concerns, and 
discovering the need to 
universalize -issues as 
“departments of guidance.” 

In May, the League will meet 
again, giving people the choice 
of attending sessions on 
traditional guidance (college 
applications) and a new 
tradition (adolescent issues 
today). Other topics to be 
discussed in future meetings 
may encompass public 
relations, peer programs, the 
relationship between guidance 
and special education, and the 
general role definition of the 
counselor. 

“We'll be looking at a study 
done in Winchester which came 
up with four key issues that 
adolescents there are focusing 
on,” says D’Antona. ‘The hot 
topics today are stress, 
depression and suicide, alcohol 
and other drug abuse, and 
sexuality issues.

says D'Antona. ‘School is the 
extended family. Today, we 
need to bring depression and 
drug awareness into the schools 
where you have a captive 
audience.
